BERLIN, Jan. 11—The German 
Press and radio in a sensational 
campaign today charged the French 
general staff was preparing to 
“Annex*® Spanish Morocco and set 
up a “new Gibraltar” at Ceuta, 

The official German news agency 
issued three dispatches early this 
morning, dated from Paris, in which 
it was also claimed “communist po- 
tentates” had seized power in south- 
ern France and gained control of 
the Spanish frontier zone. 


PARIS WANTS WAR 

At the same time the Voelkische 
Beobachter, official Nazi organ, 
headlines iis main story today 
“Paris wants war in Morocco!” 

The agency's dispatches were 
broadcast from every German radio 
station at raidnignt. They equalled 
in vehemence the Nazi attacks 
against Soviet Russia at the recent 
Nuremberg Congress. 


LEAP OF THE PANTHER 

Another dispatch was headed: 
“The leap of the panther Leon 
Blum toward Ceuta? The great 
fraudulent manoeuvre of Paris un- 
masked! A new Gibraltar?” It 
read as follows:

tween the sheets with strips of 
‘wood and to finish with paint. A 
more complete remedy, although at 


higher cost, and with more upset in 


the house, is to put on another coat 
of lath and plaster, with the lath on 
furring strips nailed to the present 
wall to provide an air space. 


CONCRETE FLOOR ON WOOD 

Question: The floor of my open 
porch ig wood, and I would like to 
have it concrete. I am thinking of 
covering the floor with tar paper 
stuck to the wood with asphalt, and 
then putting on a layer of concrete 
% inch thick, Will this be satis- 
factory? 

Answer: No, it will not; for the 
concrete would not have sufficien: 
strength to resist cracking. Cover 
the floor with heavy tar paper or 
roofing felt, but do not use any 
form of adhesive. If the paper or 
felt is attached to the present floor, 
the shrinkage and expansion of the 
‘wood would make trouble, The pur- 
pose of the paper or felt is to pro- 
tect the wood against moisture. 

The concrete should be at least 
1% inches thick, and reinforced 
with wire mesh, The wire should 
be attached to the house wall with 


water than is ‘needed to make a 
workable mixture. 

The cement floor will weigh 
about 20 pounds to the square foot. 
Before laying the floor, the porch 
should be well braced and support- 
ed underneath; for otherwise the 
added weight might break it down. 


STICKY PAINT 

Question: Nearly a month ago I 
painted some chairs. I first put on 
a flat coat and then a coat of house 
paint, The paint is still sticky to the 
touch. How can I make it dry? 

Answer: There is too much oil in 
the paint. Given more, time, it will 
undoubtedly harden. You can 
hasten the hardening by wiping 
with a cloth damp with turpentine.

PILLOW MAY BE HARMFUL 

It's really true that sleeping with 
the head bolstered up by huge 
downy pillows every night is likely 
to have a detrimental effect on the 
loveliness of the neck. In the first 
place, this practice may result in 
the development of an ugly, pro- 
truding vertebra at the back of the 
neck, and in the second place, when 
the head is constantly pushed for- 
ward in that manner, the lines ot 
the neck and chin may be ruined, 
and the development of a flabby 
double chin may result. 

If you wish your neck and chin 
to retain their firm, youthful con- 
tours, try to get into the habit of 
sleeping without a pillow. That 
may sound like a harsh measure to 
you, but in reality it's not, because 
you'll easily get used to sleaping 
without having your head bolstered 
up in this manner. And if you feel 
that you absolutely cannot do 
without a pillow, make sure that 
you use only a very thin, flat one. 

In order to preserve a firm, 
youthful, graceful neck, it is also 
wise to practice neck exercises 
daily, Such exercises will also 
help to: prevent the formation of 
any youth-destroying double chin. 
There are some excellent ones for 
this purpose, outlined below: 


THESE HELP 

Stand erect, hands on back of 
your head, chin dropped forward on 
your chest, and shoulders relaxed 
forward. Then slowly pull your 
head upward, resisting with your 
hands and rear ne¢k muscles until 
your head and elbows are pulled 
well back.: Relax and repeat fif- 
teen to twenty times. 

Lie on your back on a bed with 
your head extended over the edge 
of the bed. Drop your head ‘back- 
ward as far as possible, then raise 
your head forwafd up to your 
chest. Relax and repeat ten times. 

Take a position on your hands 
and knees, with your back flat. 
Then raise your head as far back- 
ward as possible and hollow your 
back, while still on your hands and 
knees, Next, let your head fall 
downward completely relaxed, and 
hump your back upward. Repeat 
fifteen to twenty times. 

Lie on your back on the bed, 
with your head extended over the 
edge of the bed. Turn your head 
as far to the right and then as far 
to the left as possible, Relax and 
repeat fifteen times.

PACKING PLANT 
WORKER KILLED 


AS KNIFE SLIPS 


Horribly wounded when his long, 
sharp, killing-knife slipped, just a 
few minutes after work began on 
the killing floor at the Burns Pack- 
ing plant at 7 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing, Maurice Bartier, of 9736 94th 
street, died in the Royal Alexandra 
hospital from shock and 108s of 
blood shortly after 9 a.m. 

Bartier, who began to work at 
the Burns plant only a few weeks 
ago, had just begun his morning 
labors, when the wicked-looking 
butcher knife, used to butcher pigs, 
slipped, and cutting deep into his 
groin, severed the femoral artery. 

His cries immediately attracted 
the attention of his fellow workers, 
as he fell to the floor in a faint. Dr. 
T. H. Field was summoned at once, 
but Bartier was unconscious when 
he arrived. The dying man was 
taken to the Royal Alexandra hos- 
pital in Foster and McGarvey’s am- 
bulance. 

Despite attempts to revive him he 
grew rapidly weaker, and shortly 
after nine o'clock he died. 

Bartier was a Belgian, and he is 
survived by one brother in Edmon- 
ton. Connelly and McKinley are in 
charge of funeral arrangements 
which will be announced later.
